who mentioned that he had seen Her 
Majesty leaving the Pantheon. 


"Yes,'' answered Queen Margherita, 


"I went there to pray at the tomb of 
my husband." 
After a pause, she 


said she would Hke to go there more 
frequently but found the noise of the 
traffic over the uneven paving of the 
street too distracting.

FORD WINS LAWSUIT

tax legislation. He saves $1.10 per thou- 


- sand on the property for which he may 


be assessed. Let us say he is assessed at 
$3000. He has been relieved of $5-50 
in'property tax. 
That is all the new leg- 


islation saves him. The state cannot re- 
duce his taxes beyond that amount. Now, 
we will see what it costs him. Last year 
he had an exemption of $500. 
As the 


rate was $35.00 per thousand he saved 
$17.50 by reason of this exemption. If 
the rate were the same this year, except 
as reduced by the remission of the state 


1 tax of $1.10 per thousand, the actual 


i rate would -be $33.90. With $5000 of 
assessed value he would, therefore, pay 
.this year $169.50, whereas last year he 
paid $157.50. In other words, the man 
with $5000 of assessed property this year 
pays $12 more than last year, measuring 
the remission of the state property tax 
against the removal of his exemption. 


Even if the property owner is assessed 


at $10.000, he will still pay more taxes 
this year than last year, measuring the re- 
mission of the state tax against the re- 
moval of the $500 exemption. 
In fact, 


the valuation would have to go to nearly 
$ 15.000 before he received a penny's re- 
duction in his taxes by reason of the legis- 
lation Mr. Blaine so loudly applauds. 


Where is the benefit of this law to the 


small taxpayer, when every taxpayer in 
Ilie state with anything in assessable prop- 
erty up to $14.000 pays more taxes this 
year than last by reason oC the legislation?- 
This docs not merely apply to Appleton 
and Outagnmie county: it applies to every 
city and county in Wisconsin. Nobody's 
taxes is reduced a cent by the state law. 
On the contrary, every person's tax is is- 
treased by that legislation. 


Should the taxpayer find when he pays 


his bill that there is an actual reduction in 
the amount as compared with last year, it 
will be due to one of two things: either 
he has been relieved of some special as- 
sessment, like sewers, pavement, cte.. or 
the lax rate for purely local purposes has 
been reduced. This is the case in Apple- 
ton where tliq rate this year is $5.50 low- 
er than last year. 


With this reduction in rate, which is 


moro than twice the reduction Iliat could 
possibly b* Attributed to tilt remission of 


slate property taxes, every property own- 
er assessed up to about $3.100 will pay 
more taxes this year than he did last. As 
that tax is affected by the recent state 
legislation, he will pay more on property 
assessed up to $1 5.000. and still tiigher 
if he has income and personal property 
tax. 


"\Vhen we get into the class of proper- 


ly owners assessed at $14.000 and up- 
wards, we get into the class of income tax- 
payers, which used to offset personal 
property taxes against their income taxes. 
This they cannot do in 1926, so that 
generally speaking, every person in Wis- 
consin this year will pay more taxes than 
last year. 
Some will be hit much harder 


than others, but relatively the small prop- 
erty owner will be hit the hardest. Not 
only will he pay more taxes on his prop- 
erty, but he will pay more for his living 
expenses, since he will in the .end pay the 
larger income taxes, and on top of all he 
will' pay two cents a gallon for the gaso- 
, line he uses in his automobile. 


If any person, aside from Mr. Blaine,

We have not heard of any city in 


which there was anything like famine 
conditions. In many places bottles or hip- 
pers were not openly displayed. The pro- 
prietors had received a tip that there 
must be no booze on the tables, or they 
were afraid to take chances. However. 
there was an abundance for those who 
were willing to take their drinks in pri- 
vate, and plenty of shelter for those who 
brought, their supply in baskets. 


If there was any less liquor consumed 


this year than last it was because there 
was less thirst and less capacity. It was 
not because of anything the government 
did to stop the drinking or to make it more 
difficult to obtain liquor. 


Prohibition goes over into 1926 as a 


live issue. Indications arc that congress 
will not risk burning its fingers with the 
question this year. 
It will talk about it 


some, but it is still too much afraid of 
the cars to act. 
In the meantime, modi- 


fication may or may not win adherents. 
On the extent to which it does will rest 
the final willingness of congress to respond 
to the propaganda of the wets and the ar- 
guments of social students who side with 
the commercial wets for altogether differ- 
ent reasons.

EMOTION AXD BLOOD PRESSURE 


Anger, fear and pain tend to increase the blood 


PrGrief.%orrow,- disappointment or discouragement 
tend to reduce it below normal. 


Great joy raises the blood pressure. 
Intense disgust lowers it. 
All of these emotions influence the tone or state 


of prrtlrl contraction of -the muscular coat o£ the 
arteries through the sympathetic (automatic) vaso- 
motor- nervous system and the adrenal glands. 


Prof Walter B. Cannon has explained how such 


effects 
are 
brought about, in his book, "Bodily 


Changes in-Pain, Hunger, Fear and Rage," (Apple- 
ton.) 
Anger raises a man's blood pressure just as 


does the hair on a cat's back. 
Suppose through some sudden emotion such as 


the receipt of Sad news, the vasomotor nerves fall 
in their duty of maintaining the arterial tone. 1 he 
arteries suddenly relax or dilate, and a large shave 
of the entire blood pours into the dilated arteries 
and the heart beats rapidly but not enough to com- 
pensate for the great lowering of blood pressure, so 
that the victim faints, for the supply of blood to 
the brain is temporarily too small to maintain con- 
sciousness. 
Great excitement, on the other hand, causes an 


outpouring of a large amount of the adrenal gland 
secretion into the blood stream, and this strongly 
stimulates the vasomotor sympathetic nerves, con- 
traction of the arterioles follows and the 
blood 


pressure is so increased. Whether a life in which 
there is too much excitement, a constant play <>t 
the violent emotions, will eventually bring harden- 
ing of the arteries, is a debated question, but 1 
believe emotional excitement is one of the factors 
of cardiovascular (heart and artery) degeneration. 
John Hunter, the famous English physician, a MC- 
tim of angina pectoris, used to say that his life w^s 
in the hands of any rascal who wished to annoy 
him.

A great many men with 
arteriosclerosis have 


succumbed to apoplexy (rupture of a little artery m 
the brain) induced by a sudden increase ot the al- 
ready excessive blood pressure from a fit of anger. 
True, this happens in the movies and two dollar 
fiction much more freauently than in real death. 


The toxins or poisons produced by the growth or 


disease germs in the Tissues or blood tend to par- 
alize or weaken the vasomotor nerves, so that the 
arterioles relax abnormally and the blood pressure 
consequently falls below the usual level. This is

•In his introduction to his "Life of 


Joan of Arc" Anatole France makes 
the curious observation that the dif- 
ficulty with many writers of history 
Is that they know too much. 
"The 


difficulty of entering- into the spirit of 
a period not PO much in what one 
must know as in what one must not 
know." 


L/ooks like a paradox but 
closer 


examination will show that it is liter- 
ally true. It is extremely difficult, 
for instance, for anyone who would 
recret the period in which Joan of 
Arc lived, five-hundred' years ago, to 
get for himself the illusion that the 
earth is flat, covered by the sky like 
an inverted bowl. He knows entire- 
ly t-oo much about geography to be 
able to put himself into tho skin of 
Joan of Arc or of any of the other 
characters m the drama that led to 
her martyrdom and death. And yet, 
If he is to recapture the period ad- 
equately he must in 
a, measure be 


oblo to do that. 
! 


Tie kno\Y.s too much about astro- 


nomy also. He knows that the stars 
in the sky are suns and while recon- 
structing the period of Joan he must 
force 
himself constantly to 
forget 


this. He must force himself 1o be- 
lieve for the lime being, with his 
characters, that stars are lamps in 
the SU-y. He must forget among other 
things" that such a thing as a, potato 
exists as nn article of food.

MUST WATCH HIS STEP 


It is comparatively easy, as Anatole 


France points out, to learn the things 
that thp people of half a. millennium 
ngo had that we no longer have.

Roland N, Miller in Charge of 


Eucalyptus Experiments at 
Madison 


Roland N. Miller, a former resident 


of Appleton now connected with the 
Forest Products laboratory at Madison 
was the chemist who recently com- 
pleted the successful experiment of 
producing newsprint paper from eu- 
ralpytus wood prown In large quanti- 
ties in the state of Sao Paulo, Brazil. 
The success of the experiment 
has

for the ret- 


search workers at the Forest Products 
laboratory believe a perpetual supply 
of newsprint has been found to fill the 
shortage resulting from the depletion 
of the North American spruce forests. 
Dr. Edmundo Navarro DeAndrao, a 
Brazilian, who 
went the eucalyptus 


wood to the laboratory, and who ob- 
served the experiments expressed the 
opinion 
that 
the 
new product will 


bring' into prominence the manufac- 
ture of paper in Brazil. It makes pos-

Mr. Miller and his assistants worked 


niplit and day on the newsprint exper- 
iment for about two weeks. The cook- 
ing- of the eucalyptus wood had to be 
wak-hod constantly, so that the vari- 
ous temperatures and different stages 
of the process could be recorded at all 
times. 


GROWS IN AMERICA 


The same species of eucalyptus^used 


in the 
1 experiments can be found in 


California. New Mexico. Arizona, and 
Florida where the climate is such that 
the tree probably would reach puln- 
wood size in less than ten years. 


Mr. Miller is a graduate of Apploton 


high school and Lawrence college. I-k- 
was assistant .superintendent of a pa- 
per mill at Port Edwards for a year, 
and later was connected with the In- 
terlake Pulp and Paper Co. of this 
city. 
Leaving Appleton in 1920 
Mr. 


Miller took a position with a paper 
mill In Ha Ha Bay, Quebec. Canada, 
where he remained until he went to 
Madison about four years ago to do 
research work in the Forest Products 
laboratory. Mr. Miller is considered 
onr of the 
best pulp and paper re- 


search workers of the country, and for 
the last few years has given lectures 
at. the annual meetings of the Ameri- 
can Pulp and Paper 
Manufacturers 


association in New York. His 
writ- 


ings have been published in the load- 
ing pulp and
